As passed, tho bill provides for net 


more than $500.000,000 of emergency 
currency to be issued to natloiit.1 
banks upon the tiepoult by them, nt 
Btate, county and municipal bonds lo 
be approved by the secretary of the 
treasury. The currency Is to "be is- 
•ned with a vie-*- of securing an equit- 
able distribution of tho currency ov*>i* 
the United States and in accordance 
with the unimpaired capital and sur- 
plus ol banks in each stato. Banks nre 
to pay for thin emergency circulation 
^4 of 1 por cent- a month during tho 
flrat four months it is circulated and 
afterward % of 1 por cent a monifc. 
The bill provides that national banks 
Shall pay not le^s than I per cent nn 
government funds deposited with tbom. 


What the Bill Provides.
